This is a suit for tbe recovery of 


certain parcels of land situate in 
"Washoe county. The defendant, as 
cue of his defences to this action, al- 
leges that tlie land is the property of 
the Nevada' Land and Mining Com- 
pany (limited), a corporation, and 
that he is in possession, under a con- 
tract with that company, for the con- 
veyance of the premises to him. 
This plea, of coarse, is evidence in 
favor of the plaintiff of the existence 
and title of the corporation, and, in 
order to make oat his prima facie 
case, it was only necessary for- hiiu 
to show a conveyance from the cor- 
poration to himself. This he under- 
took to do, but liia evidence offered 
for that purpose was excluded on the 
objection of'the dependent, and judg- 
ment of non-suit rendered. Tbe de- 
fendant appeals from tbe judgment 
on the ground that the Court erred 
in excluding the evidence referred to, 
and the only question to be decided 
is whether the evidence was compe- 
tent and sufficient to provo a convey- 
ance of the land from the corpora- 
tion to the plaintiff. 


The deed to the plaintiff was ex- 


ecuted by one Story, claiming to act 
as the attorney in fact of the corpora- 
tion and of the trustees named in two 
mortgages or deeds of trust of the 
corporation, by which the trustees 
are empowered, in case of default of 
payment of the indebtedness secured 
by the mortgages,

The only objec 


tiou to this deed executed by Story, 
aa attorney, -was that his authority 
was not proved. To show his author- 
ity the plaintiff offered in evidence 


attached to those deeds was the com- 
mon seal of the corporation, or..that 
the parties by whom it was affixed, 
and the name of the corporation 
subscribed, had any authority from 
the corporation to execute the detd. 
This objection will be better under- 
stood by reference to the language of 
one of the certificates, which is as 
follows: 


"Consulate-General of tbe United 


States of America, London, England. 
—On this sixteenth day of June, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy, before 
me, Joshua Nnnn, Vice-Consul Gen- 
eral of the United States of America 
for London and the dependencies 
thereof, personally appeared Edward 
Ciavery Griffith and Sir John Camp- 
bell Lees (Knight), Directors, and 
John Able Robertson, Secretary of 
the Nevada Land and Mining Com 
pany (Limited), known to me to be 
tho persons described in, and who, 
for and in the name of the Nevada 
Land and Mining Company (Limit- 
ed), executed the foregoing instru- 
ment, and acknowledged to me that 
they executed the same freely and 
voluntarily, as and for the act and 
deed of the said Nevada Land and 
Mining Company (Limited), and for 
the uses and purposes therein men- 
tioned."

for Story. Tbe objections of the de- 
fendant to the introduction of these 
papers raise a number of questions, 
the first of which is one of construc- 
tion^ viz: Did the trustees have pow- 
er to sell without foreclosure is ope- 
rative when the..intention' to confer 
it is clearly expressed, and in these 
mortgages tbe power is 'conferred in 
the plainest and. fullest terms, eon- 
pled with a provision that purchasers 
from the trustees shall not be requir- 
ed in any case-to prove that the. con- 
ditions have arisen under which the 
trustees are authorized to sell. There 
can b* no doubt, if the execution of 
the various powers under which 
Story claimed to act was sufficiently 
proved to entitle them to be admitted 
in evidence, that the plaintiff proved 
his case. 
Whether their execution 


was so proved or not depends npon 
the validity of the objections taken 
by the defendant at the time they 
were offered. His first objection was 
that tbe absence of tbe original* was 
not sufficiently accounted for: But 
the proof showed that the corpora- 
tion was an English corporation, that 
the trustees and Story, tbe attorney, 
•were residents in England, and that 
the papers were in England. They 
were out. of the power of the plaintiff 
and beyond the'reach of the process 
of the Court, so that secondary evi- 
dence of their existence and contents 
was admissible without regard to the 
provisions o* the recording act. 


The next objection of the defen- 


dant was "that there was no proof of 
the authority of the officer before 
whom the aoknowJedgmeuts of said 
mortgages..and power of attorney 


argued, we prefer not to do so. 


Disregarding tbe certificates oi 


acknowledgement of the execution 
of the two mortgages altogether, 
there is still sufficient evidence to 
prove prima faeie that they ore the 
deeds of the corporation. 


An Act of the Legislature of this 


State, approved March 3,1869 (Stat- 
utes of 1869, p. 115), requires all 
foreign corporations to file in the 
office of tbe County Recorder of each 
connty iu the State wherein they arc 
engaged in carrying on any kind of 
business, a proper authenticated 
copy of their certificate or 'act 61 
incorporation, with a duly certified 
list of its officers appended.

PYRAMID DISTRICT. 


L 
A» Interacting JUwmet'** tk* Laitmt 


amtlBff Qrenued. 


A gentleman recently from Pyra- 


mid furnishca the Virginia Chronicle 
•with the following interesting ac- 
count of the new district: It is situ- 
ated in Washoe county, about thirty- 
five miles north (or nearly BO) ol 
Beno, embraces an area of at least ten 
milea of mining country. Pyramid 
Lake it three and a half or four 
miles from Pyramid City, which is 
nearly in the center of the minim; 
region. 
The country is of porphyry 


and white granite formation, very 
mountainous, and, in the northern or 
upper end, greatly 
broken and 


burnt 
South and east are long 


ranges of unbroken mountains, with 
springs of excellent water and great 
quantities of cedar wood growing 
upon them. There is great activity 
among the prospectors of the district, 
each one being satisfied that his par 
tioular location is the bonanza of the 
mountains. The most active among 
the mines are the Black Hawk and 
Spanish Chief, owned by McCormick 
& C.; the Blue Ledge, by Butcher & 
Co.; the Monarch, an 
incorpor- 


ated company, with a tunnel of about 
180 feet, and a shaft with most 
promising indications, over 100 feet 
deep, owned by Palmer, Tulhe. 
Frank Jones and others. 
Black 


Hawk and Spanish Chief each have 
struck the ledge, and Luve rock piled 
upon the dump varying from $30 to 
9350 per ton. The Blue Ledge also 
lias very promising ore. In the up- 
per camp there are a tunnel and two 
or three quite active mining works, 
being pushed along by the enter- 
prise of Messrs. Johnson, Moran and 
others. Last, though not least, is 
the Gregory and Maple mine, with a 
ledge, between casings, of some60 to 
80 feet, with good indications. Five 
assays made yesterday in Virginia 
give reapectively $12 37, «194, S128, 
$122 and $9 48 to the ton, about 40 
per cent being gold.

There are "plenty of 
beds to be had—with old boots and 
saddles for pillows. 
Two stages 


connect with Beno, charging $3 50 
for a ride.
